HONGKONG ‘SNAKES. 


SPECIMENS SEXT TO THE 
200. 


Visitors to the Zoological 
Gardens, London, will shortly 
nave an opportunity of seeing. in 
sthe reptile house, specimens of 
Hongkong snakes, for six were 
sent home by the :.s. Karmala, 
which left here on the 19th. of the 
month. 

_ There is an interesting story 
attaching ta the dispatch of the 
reptiles. Some time ago, a giant 
salamander was caught and kept 
alive inthe Botanical Gardens. 
His Excellency the Governor, 
who is a Follow of the Zoological 
Society, was anxious that the 
‘specimen, a very Isrge one. 
should be presented to the Lond- 
on authorities and when Mr. H. 
Green, the Superintendent of the 
Botanical and Forestry Depart- 


ment, went Home on lasre ship 
year he took the. salamander 


with him and handed it over to 
the Zoo in Regents’ Park. In 
acknowledging the receipt of the 
gift, the Saciety expressed the 
hope that it would be possible for 
further specimens of either 
snakes or lizards to be sent. Mr. 
W. J. Carrie, acting Superinten- 
dent of the B. and F. Department, 
was asked to interest himself in 
the. matter and he inturn made 
requests that should Forestry 
Guards or workers in the Public 
Works Department happen upon 
snakes or lizards, such should be 
caught and kept alive. Nothing 
came in, however, and Mr. Carrie 
then decided to employ a profes- 
sional snake catcher, who.a few 
weeks ago, brought in two small 
cobras (between three and four 
feet in length), a black and 
yellow snake nearly five feet in 
length and two small tree 
snakes. together with another 
rather emall snake. making six 
speciméns in all. A double box, 
was made giving full ventil- 
ation. blankets were used as 
beds, and, having been made as 
comfortable as possible, the 
snakes embarked as passengers 
on the Karmala as guests of the 
P. and O. Company.’

A caddy employed at Deep

made the imperative obligation as 
contemplated by the ‘new regule- 
tions butshould be left to the disere. 
tion of the Captain and Officers. ~ 
Among those who advocated the 
amendment of Clause 1 of the new 
regulations—(''Ié is the duty of the 
master and uther certificated officers 
to resist to the uttermost any 
piratical attack. This obligation 
is imperative and no discre- 
tion may be exercised as to 
whetber to resist pirates ot not’) 
—was tbe West River Shipowners. 
Association. Their letter stated 
that the clause was unnecessarily 
severe and, if enforced, would 
imperil the safety of the ship and 
the people on board. The Assccis- 
tion suggested that discretionary - 
pawer be vested in the Captein acd 
ofticers in the defence pt the sbip.

DESIGNED WAGLAN LIGHT. 


In an obituary notice of the 
late Mr. David Marr’ Hendérson, 
M.LCE., late Engineer-in-Chief 
of the Chinese Maritime Customs, 
the Ching Express and Telegraph 
says:--Mr. Henderson, who had 
reached the advanced age of 83. 
was a well-known person amongst 
the foreign community in Shang- 
hai for many years up to the date 
of his retirement. He was on the 
Customs staff for many years. 
and a great deal of the engineer- 
ing and light-house work neces- 
sary for the service. and the light- 
ing of the China Coast. was 
carried out during his period! of 
service. Mr. Henderson'was the’ 
sén of David Henderson. of 
Renfrew, and was educated at 
Blair Lodge, Scotland, " and 
Queen’s College, LDizmingham. | 
After being trained at Fox. Hen- 
derson & Co,’s works, Smethwick, 
he became engineer to Chance 
Brothers & Co. and P. D. Bennett 
& Co., and from 1869 to 1898 was 
Engineer-in-Chief of the Imperial 
Maritime Customs of China. He 
designed the hyper-radial light | 
for Pej Yusban, and the first-order 
rroupflashing light on Waglan 
Island, near Hongkong, the first 
that was floated on mercury, He 
was also responsible forthe blow- . 
ing up of-wrecks and the strong 
harrier in the Ningpo River, and 
for the erection in 1883 of a forti- 
fied li-hthouse on the South Cape 
of Formosa, the lantern of which | 
was provided with revolving steel 
shutters. In recognition of his 
corvices he received the Chinese 
Order of the Double Dragon,
